Bear Kevin, 

Jim, I am sure, appreciates your letter of the flirst as much as I do. For us both 
many thanks. 

Your concern with the fchtical is gratifying to me. I detected this concern hx when 
you were here because I did not attribute any ulterior motive to your forthrightness. In 
return, in the event I did not go into it when you were here, let me recount how I address 
sed this first with Sprague and later with the others with whom you saw me. 

Please excuse the haste and the uncsrrected typos. Pm deep in work 1 must complete 
in time to give it to Jim tomorrow, what i3 relevant to this suit. Discovery material. 

I told Sprague - and I mean it - that I am prepared to give him everything he wants 
or I think he can use, regardless of the cost to me. I made it clear that I recognize 
this can mean the total loss <frf all literary rights. However, I also said that £ had 
worked on the Hill, and lived and observed for a long time.

Earlier, as I recall the evening of 9/15, Rick asked me for a memo. I did it and 
another Fensterwald asked for all off the tops of the head to mail them immediately. 

What they include that I did not go into with the staff or Sprague is that if I am not 
satisfied Pll do my own thing my own way. I went even farthur with Bud and gave him to 
understand that I regard my files as immune and that if I am not completely satisfied 
they will not be available. That I^d respond to a subpoena if any in person and would 
be responsive but Pd volunteer nothing. I hope you can understand that my reasons were 
not in any case selfish. 

So there is a possibility of conflict of interest that you do not indicate, t does 
not in any sense trouble me with you. Don’t worry about it. 

*our letter reminds me of so many efforts I’ve made to obtain help from the bright 
and energetic younger onesXX lEven to an editoa>-in-res±dence. 

Getting the Archives records independently is a good idea. I have found in the past 
that this sometimes turns up what was not provided earlier. Including in this case. Let 
me know the cost and I’ll repay you. g r advance the money if you need it. Please also 
keep what you get separately, give it to J im and he’ll keep them and make copies for you 
to keep yourself, unless you can find time to do this. If you do please make two copies, 
keeping one, and I’ll pay you back. 

I’ve been hoping to find time to write a friend who is a member of the society of 
former agents. There is a juicy point in what you’ve done: they’ve refused to tell us how 
to reach the former agents we may want to depose, alleging confidentiality, in 1996 
claiming I’d harras them. Please add Marion E. Williams, Layndal Shaneyfelt, Robert *razier 
and any others of whom you can think. You will find that Williams, who executed a farout 
affidavit in the first case, 2301-70, is beomcing important alj over again. 

If you do not go to work for tho committee, there is much moro that I have relevant 
to this. I’d like you to go overit as I am now. I’ll be re turaingfrom a trip 1l/l4. If 
you’d care to crash you’d be welcome here. I have an extra typewriter or two. In fact, 
Lamore says he is going to buy one we had overhaulsed preparatory to sellingrdt as excess. 
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I»iu gradually putting together the parts of their new engine for suppression, it is

As you may fcet learn, I welcome examination and opinion other than mine. It is not im-

I p ve taken no initiatives and plan none* I am awaiting 
a performance record* However, when I f ve put in several consecutive 20-hour days I have 
no real regrets over not having had to spend more time this way* 

^h, yes. I indicated to bo tbs D 0 novan and Akers that is Lane has anything to do 
with thoir investigation on thi3 basis alone I probably will not. Qzor seemed unwilling 
to understand this or what I believed important to that understanding. Not so of the others. 
On King this is ce-rtain and inflexible, it is probable on JFK. I do not have time to 
undo any more of his messing up and the needs of his mind, s-lf concept and commercial- 
izations. If their independent Judgement is not good enough to encompass this they 
are bound to be losers*
